Letter From Honolulu, H. I,
Editor Democrat:
As we are laying oyver at
this place, we will write you
a few lines to let the people
of old Watauga kuow how
we are getting along.
We are the only bogs from
Watauga in the 27th Regi-
ment, although we find that
there are a few in someol the
others, the37th Inf.and 11th
Cavalry,
We enlisted in  Greensbora
on July 24, and went from
there to Camp Meade, Penn.,
where our regiment wasmade
up aud drilled, and left there
on Aug. 30, for San Francis-
¢o and stayed there for two
weeks, We left there on Sept,
the 20th, on the U, 8. trans.
pcrt Tacoma, und drrived
here the 29th. We suffered
considerably from sea-sieck-
ness the first two days, but
after that had a very nice
trip. Our rations on board
the transport are very bad,
but in eamp are good; soine
better than we had 1ast year
in the Second North Carulina
Regiment.
I'bis is a very nice island,
anil ig covered with fine fruit
vegetubles, This city has a-
bout 36,000 inhabitants,
principally Cliinese, Japan-
ees and natives, there being
only about 3,000 whites
here. There are no other
cities or towne on the island."
There is 58 miles of railroad
on the island and theengines
that they use gre not mueh
more than a shoulder load
for a stout man.

We will probably stay here

two or three more days, as
our ship nerds some repairs,
and will arrive at Manila a-
bout Nov. 1st. We saw
quite a lot of the returned vol
unteers at San Francisco,
from the Dakotas, Idahoand
Colorado, They give the Phil
ippines a tough name, but
not as bad as the newspapers
give it.

When we left San Francis-
co the 26th, 30th, 31st 33rd
and a part of the 37th regi-
ments were thers, the!34th
leaving before us, and the
30th and 11th Cavalry ar-
rived here yesterday on the
Sperman. Some of the others
are on their way now,

Well, we have seen a good
many different places since
we left home, but none that
gnits us like old Watauga,
and wait until we get back
there and see if wedon’tstay.
